lege, the noted NonregMi ttathor, died 
yesterday of rhenmaHsm of the heart 

after an illness of but a few days. 

Professor Boyessan was born in Nor- 
way in 184,S in Frederioksvaern. He 
graduated from tho University of 
Christiania in 1808. When he c.mio to 
this country in 1809, he went to Chica- 
go, where ho became editor of the 
Bcaudiiiaviau paper T'l-emada. Five 
years after coming to .\meru:a ho pub- 
lished his first novel "Ouiiuar," wliieh 
was an immediate succe.ss. In 1874, 
after two years of European travel, he 
took the professorship of Germau at 
Cornell. In 1881 he was appointed in- 
structor in (ierman at Columbia col- 
lege, and in 1883 he was appointed to 
the Gebhard professorship of (ierinan 
and literature. The chair of Oermanio 
languages and litaratoie was er e a ted 

for hi ill in 1890. 

Anions; the writings of Professor 
Boyessan were "The Story of Nor- 
way," "Lives of Ooethe and Schiller," 
"Tales of Two Hemispheres," "The 
Mammon of Unrighteousness," "Ilka 
of the Hilltop," "Falconberg," "A 
Daughter of the Philistines," "Essays 
of German Literature" and "(jueeu 
Titania." 

He had a high reputation as a lec- 
turer, as well as a novelist and essayist, 
and among his friends numbered such 
meu as Victor Hugo and Tourgueuefif 

He leaves a widow and two chddren.

This claim was made to tho state de- 
partment some years ago by Dr. M. A. 

It 
was oansed by the action of the Siamese 
governmeut iu confiscating property 
belouging to him. ir'rom his state- 
ment, made to the department, and 
other papers forwarded by Minister 
Barrett, it appears that Cheek entered 
into a ooutraot with tho Siamese gov- 
ernment to cut the teak wood which 
abotmds in that ooimtry and ship it to a 
market. 

The Siamese govemment advanced 
him 000,000 lekals to assist him to Imy 
elephants, implements, eto. Dr. Cheek, 
in addition, put a large sum of money 
into the enterprise and commenced to 
con-y ont his contract. The Siamese 
government became dissatisfied with 
his operations and without any intima- 
tion whatever seized all the property, 
claiming that he had broken one <» the 
provisions of the contract.
